Great cere is 
taken by the Tclegraph newspaper to chronicle 
this act the next morning iu the following 
terms: 


“AS WELL TRAINED.—The admiration for 
Zebra, Napoleon and Leopard, on Friday night, 
was “‘snufied out” by the greater admiration 
for Dr. Ball-alley, as be cleared from the May- 
vr’s house yesterday afternoen. His Honer 
had only to open the door, direct his finger.

der the admirable direction of Bartholomew.” 


On the very next day after this publication, 
between the heurs of 11 and J2 p. m., a man 
| goes to the house of the Doctor, after he had 
retired to bed, wakes him up, tells him that a 
brother of his (Jones) had broken his leg by 
the fall of a mule—that he was suffering very 
much, and required hie professional services 
immediately. "The Doctor hastily throws on 
his clathes and proceeds with this man npon 
what Ae regarded a missionof mercy. Ata 
distance of 175 steps from his dwelling he was 
struck over the head two blows with some 
sharp instrument, and then immediately shot 
through the brain. The shriek of the Doctor 
whenus was struex, and the report of the pis- 
tol, were heard by a number of witnesses. 
Two gentlemen in a boarding house (distant 
from the ecous of the murder about 150 steps), 
who had not yet retired to bed, hearing the 
noise stepped to the window and saw three 
men running to the east at full speed. They 
went down stairs, andin avery few minutes 
feund the murdered man; one remaining on 
the ground and the other (Mr. Wimmer) goes | 
to the City Hall for the police. He finds the 
Chief and five of his men sitting by the stove, 
all of whom had shortly befere returned from 
the circus. The Chief directs bis mea to go 
dow. at once and investigate the matter, avd 
then retires to bed. Arriving at the scene of 
o4uurder, one poligstan soes for Dr. Orme- 
by (a di:gance of seme 200 yards), who is too 
much indiaposed to out. Three other phy- 
sicians ere sent for, who arrive in due time. 
The body is rewoued to Independence Hall, 
sone fifty yards. In the uwrunwhile the 
poor wife is informed of the wurder. 
wildly rushes to the Hall and xvuzists upon the 
| r noval of the body to the house. is car- 
riel to the house, and in an hour expires. 
Previous te this the police return to the City 
Hall aad retire to bed. 

One witness saw ove of the pseassins run- 
‘ning from the spot towards the northwest; 
twu witneeses saw three men running towards 
tho cast; three wituesses saw three men run- 
nivg south, making in all seven men at least 
engaged inths murder. Some of the witnesses 
saw the assassins at a distance ef four or five 
feet. Tho spot selected for the deed was on 
the coroer of one of the most public streets in 
the city. The moon was at its full and shining 
brightly. One witness says “it was light 
enough to find a pin on the ground.” Be- 
tween the place of murder and the house from 
which he was decoyed, is, as I have said, 175 
steps. Between these two points on the same 
side of the street there are five dwelling houses, 
all occupied 7 and the opposite side 
the same number. The nearest dwelling house 
to the murder is 40 feet. | 

The shriek, which ewe the report of 
the pistol, was heard at adistance of steps. 

The Chief of Police goes down" to the scene 
of the murder the third day after. The Mayor 
is informed of the murder at 10 o'clock the 
next day after it eccurred.

Aad now, gentlemen of the Jury, I havea 
few general remarks to submit u some of 
tke incidental questions alluded to in the 
course of the examiration. 


I came here, as many persons well know, 
with no psejudices against the people who 
ccatrol thia-city and Territory. When they 
were diiven ont of Illinois and Missouri | 
may have been familiar with the circumstan- 
ces which led to this act, but I do not choose 
to go back and review them. It is enough to 
eny thet a strong impression was left upon my 
mind that they had been persecuted because 
of the peculiarities of the religion which the 
professed. Under these circumstances, it A 
scarcely necescary to that my sympathies 
accompanied them in their weary pilgrimage 
over barren and desolate plains and stupen- 
dous mouitains into these now pleasant val- 
leys. Here they established settlements which, 
avithout their labor and industry, would have 
remained in the undisturbed possession of 
savages and wild beasts. The discovery of 
gold in California, the establishment of an 
Overland Vail. passing through this city, and 
the subsequent discoveries of rich minerals, 
in Nevada on the west and Idaho and Montana 
on the north, afforded the people of Utah a 
ready market, and at high prices, for all the 
products of their labor, Without this the 
people would have remained isolated and 
their whole commerce would have consisted 
in a simple exchange of commodities amongst 
themselves, and this city would have been an 
inconsiderable town. 


I have said that I have no prejudices what- 
ever against these people. I did not come 
here asa missionary or a moral reformer. I 
have endeavored to obey the laws, respect 
the rights and opinions and ,whatI may regard 
the prejudices of the peaple. The religion 
which they profess I have neither by argu- 
ment, ridicule or otberwise attempted to 
change. Under the Constitution, which of 
eourse is the supreme law of the land, they 
have a right to worship Godin their own 
way and according to the dictates of their 
consciences. I never war against anything 
that is Constitutional. Nor have I attempted 
in eny way whatever to interfere with any pe- 
culiar institntions which they claim to have 
adopted (and which now exist amongst them) 
upon Divine rerelation. I have nothing, 
therefore, to say about their religion or jcus- 
toms, but I have a few observations to submit 
touching {ihe public teachings of those who 
are rece’;nized as leaders in this community. 

As a gencral principle, there can be no se- 
| curity for either person or property in a com- 
munity vhere and of the laws.are openly dis- 
regardod. I have been taught from my in- 
ftecy © regard the Constitution, and the laws 
of Congress passed in pursuance thereof, as 
the supreme law of the land. To these, as an 
Americas citizen, I owe implicit obedience. 
Laws might be passed which I may regard as 
naconstitutional or in derogation of the rights 
of the people, but so long as they remain up- 
on the statute-book.it is my duty to respect 
and obey them. If the oe of this Terri- 
tory consider any laws of Congress arbitrary, 
unjust or unconstitutional, they can only re- 
sort to the legislative power for a repeal, or 
to the Courts for a judicial decision. Resist- 
ance to their execution, by force of arms, is 
treason. Are not the people of this Territory 
exhorted by those who direct and control 
their minds to disregard a law of Congress 
anc obey the behests of their spiritual advis- 
ers? Have not sentiments been promulgated 
upon many occasions in the “‘tabernaczle’’ cal- 
culated to inflame the minds of the people 
acainst the “Gentiles,” and lead to acts of vi- 
olence? Is‘he nota dangerous teacher who 
advises tho people to avenge their own 
wrongs by taking the law into their own 
hands? It is moral treason against the Gov- 
eroment and destructive of the best interests 
of socicty. Here we have a large number of 
young men, the sons of the early Mormons 
who migrated to this country twenty years 
age, who have been tanght from their child- 
hood that the “Gentiles” are their enemies, 
and that it is a duty they owe to their God to 
wage unceasing warfare against them. This 
bas been from year to year impressed upon 
their minds and by men whom they regard 
as prophets. Here, as elsewhere, there are 
many persons not overburdened with wisdom 
but filled with fanaticism, who are apt to be- 
lieve from these teachings that it is lawful to 
strike down those who standin the way of 
spreading their creed. The great body of the 

eople here believe that certain leaders in the 
urch are-inspired of God a» were Abraham, 
Isaiah and the other prophets of old, to de- 
clare His will ; and is it a matter of surprise 
that murders are committed? How different

Can this state of 
things be tolerated on American soil? A 
overnment which habitualiy fails to give 
protection to its peopie must soon cease to 
command their confidence or respect. But I 
do nut choose to pursue this subject any far- 
ther. 
In this connection, however, I feel call 
upon to notice the extraordinary efforts whic 
have been made and are still being made at 
“tabernacle,” as well as by the press, to d 
strop the confidence of the people in the 
Courts established by the Federal Govern- 
ment in this Territory. Judges selected by 
the Government because of their legal attain- 
ments and sterling — have been sent 
out here to administer the laws and preserve 
the peace and order of society. If, inthe faithful 

erformance of their duties under the oath the 

ave taken, they make a decision in conflict wi 
the interests or the opinions of the dominant 
party. tbey are bitterly denounced and every 
effort made to impair their power and lessen 
their influence. To effect this, slang and rid- 
icule are pony employed. If a Federal 
Judge wil! decide every question which arises 
between a Mormon and tile in favor of 
the former, be can have an easy and quiet 
time. He can have as much fulsome praise 
as he desires. But if he decides in favor of 
thejlatter, “‘aneasy lies the head that wears a 
crown.” Inthe meanwhile. lawyers are de- 
nounced as thieves Why this 
constant denunciation of a profession that bas 
bey many of the purest, the ablest and 
the best men that ever lived? It is because 
lawyers in every civilized country bave been 
considered indispensable in the administration 
of justice, and, as a part of the judicial sys- 
tem of the country, must also be protected 7 
it is because they believe that disputes as to’ 
the ownership of preperty should be settled 
by the Courts and not by brute force. 

And now, gentlemen of the Jury, my task 

is done. In the name of the people whom I 
represent I thank you for the patience you 


have exhibited during this protracted exami- 
nation. I have labored zealously and to the 
t of my bumble ability to unravel 
ystery, but I confess I bave failed. Webav 
not been permitted to lift the veil, and show 
you the perpetrators of this horrible murder— 
a murder most atrocious in its inception, bru- 
tal and cowardly in its execution—a crime 
which in many respects stands without a par- 
allel. But the blood of a pure and honorable 
man, shed in the streets of your city, calls 
aloud to Heaven for vengeance, and t trust 
the cry will be heard and answered; for is it 
not written that “whoso sbeddeth man’s 
blood by man shall his blood be shed”? 

In the meanwile, may I not express the 
hope that He who tempers the wind to the 
shorn lamb and who feeds the ravens when 
they cry will watch over, comfort and protect 
the unfortunate; lady who has been se cruel- 
ly robbed in the morning of life of one who 
was bound to ber by the dearest of all human 
ties, and around whom all the warm affections 
of - pure and unpracticed heart were gath- 
ered.
